Changeover 
in White 
House Aides

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


resignation of Bill D. Moyers as 
White House press secretary 
will lead to changes in the rank- 
ing of White House aides and 
mark the end of a gradual 100 
per cent turnover in top White 
House staff jobs. 


Moyers, leaving Feb. 1 to be- 


come publisher of the Long Is- 
land newspaper 
Newsday, was 


regarded at one time as the 
most powerful and influential of 
presidential aides. He some- 
times was referred to as being 
"first among equals," 


With his departure, three oth- 


er special assistants — all get- 
ting salaries of $30,000 a year — 
seem 
almost 
certain to be 


ranked as the "big three" of the 
White House staff. They are W. 
Marvin Watson, Joseph A, Cali- 
fano Jr. and Walt W. Rostow. 


Another 
high-rated 
special 


assistant, and the most recent 
addition to that elite roster, is 
Robert E. Kintner, former pres- 
ident of the National Broadcast- 
ing Co. 


In time, Watson, Califano or 


Kintner could emerge as a new 
"first among equals." Rostow 
hardly 
could be expected to 


figure in any such competition 
because he is a specialist in for- 
eign affairs — too narrow a 
base on which to build a position 
of pre-eminence, 


Watson is physically closest to 


the 
President. Occupying an 


adjoining office, he is appoint- 
ments secretary and resident 
specialist in political matters. 


Califano, a young man who 


once was troubleshooter for Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S. Me- 
Namara, often plays the same 
role for Johnson. He also has a 
major hand in shaping new leg- 
islation. 


Rostow, a State Department 


graduate, is Johnson's special 
assistant for national security 
affairs. He occupies the desk 
and does the work of McGeorge 
Bundy, who resigned last Feb- 
ruary to become president of 
the 
Ford 
Foundation. In an- 


nouncing Rostow's appointment, 
Johnson insisted he was not a 
replacement for Bundy. 


Kintner handles many admin- 


istrative and housekeeping mat- 
ters for the President, acts as 
Cabinet secretary and recently 
became coordinator 
of speech- 


writing, which had been a Moy- 
ers tak. 


None of the special assistants 


Johnson inherited from Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy is still on 
the payroll.

Russia to 
Develop More

program, first revealed Tues- 
day in a technical journal.

(ICBMs), and it's a standard 
technical option" to install the 
multiple warheads.

sources, the new Soviet pro- 
gram apparently would consist' 
of warheads — ranging up to 
one megaton in size — carried 
aboard a mother vehicle and 
dispersed after re-entry. A com- 
plicated control system would 
enable the warheads to be eject- 
ed at prescribed velocity and 
altitude sifter the ICBM's last 
stage had been spent. 


The new development comes 


on the heels of a report by Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mo 
Namara that the Soviet Union 
was believed to be planning to 
deploy more long-range missiles 
than earlier Indicated by U.S.

WEST POINT, N.Y. (AP) - 


One was at San Juan Hill, an- 
other at Corregldor and another 
in Vietnam. One never left The 
Plain. 


Today, they share a common 


home, a field of blue velvet be- 
hind glass at the United States 
Military 
Academy, They 
are 


class rings, and they span a 
century of American history; a 
century of American heroes. 


Many are so severely worn,

public display at the school's 
museum.

public is not admitted. 


There was Dennis M a h a n 


Michle, who enrolled at West 
Point in 1388 and almost imme- 
diately began trying to convince 
academy 
officials 
that 
the 


school needed a football team. 
He got his team, was its cap. 
tain and-while he was still a 
cadet- was the team's f i r s t 
coach. 


And then came the Spanish- 


American War. Michie landed 
as a first lieutenant with the 
17th Infantry on the shores of

Cuba and, on June 1, 1898, Mich* 
ie and more than 8,000 other sol* 
diers made the famous charge 
up San Juan Hill. 


Michie never returned. But 


his class ring did, to a place of 
honor in the West Point Mu- 
seum, And the academy's foot* 
ball field is named Michlo 3':adl* 
urn in his memory. 


General of the Army Douglas 


MacArthur's ring is there, too, 
It was with him when he in- 
spired his outmanned, poorly 
equipped troops at Luzon, It fell 
back with him to Bataan and 
then to Corregidor. 


And it went with him to Aus- 


tralia when he received orders 
from 
President 
Franklin D. 


Roosevelt to leave the Philip- 


pines as the Japanese pressed 
relentlessly to capture them, 


"I shall return," he vowed. 


And he did - in October, 1944. 


Also there is the ring that be* 


longed to Gen, Jonathan M, 
Wainwright, Class of 1906, the 
man history and MacArthur left 
in the Philippines to fight for 
the precious time the United 
States needed to prepare to 
strike back. 


James P. Sprullt got his ring 


and his commission from West 
Point in June, 1954. Eight years 
later, as a captain, he was in 
Vietnam. 


From 1962 to 1964, he wrote a 


series of letters to his wife and 
children, letters which were 


cheerful and optimistic. 


Spfuill wrote that he had 


great confidence in the little 
people of the tiny, war-racked 
country, confidence that they 
could and would survive. 


But he didn't. 
"Chin up! See you soon,".he 


wrote home early in 1964. 


And then he was dead. And in 


West Point's library display, 
Capt. Spruill's ring has as 
prominent a display as MacAr- 
thur's and Wainwright's and 
Michie1 s. 


In all. there are about 160 


rings in the two displays, plus 
one set of cufflinks from the 
Class of 1879, designed for use 
instead of a class ring that year.
